How Jug Tavern Got its Name, 
From the Walton, Ga., News. 

One of the theories advanced as to how Jug 
Tavern got its name isthis :Many years ago 
when the Indians occupied the lands around 
here, they captured two ofthe white settlers 
while ina huckleberry thicket, and carried 
them to Ross’ landing, now Chattanooga, 
Tenn. When they reached a point just above 
here, they stopped to rest and refresh them- 
selves from a jug of liquor which they carried. 
The Indian for dividing the contents 
of the jug was “Jug Tavern” which they’spoke 
very frequently. This lenguage so impressed 
the prisoners that upon their return, after 
having been ransomed, they named the local- 
ity Jug Tavern, or Tavern. Now, if this be 
true, and it is related by those who heard it 
from the lips of one of those prisoners who 
went to his grave with a bullet hole through 
one ear, received when he was captured, away 
with the vulgar idea of rail-pen-with-a- 
jug in-it and all such doubtful here- 
say! Why not accept the more beau- 
tiful — tradition handed down in 
genuine Cherokee parlance, which smacks of 
romance not to be found in any history of the 
early settlers of this section. Should it ever 
be desirable, for the convenience of railroads, 
telegraphs, and other representatives of a fast 
age, to abreviate the name of Jug Tavern, 
please bear in mind that tor mere euphony’s 
sake, don’t destroy its identity.

A BREWER IN TROUBLB. 


Arrested tor Using Counterfeit Revenue 
Stamps, 

New York, June 20,—Collector Morris 
Friedsom, Secret Service Inspector .Drum« 
mond, and Revenue Agent Brooks, at 3 o’clock 
this morning, visited the brewery of Valen- 
tine Loewer, at No. 525 West: 4ist street.

THE DEADLOCK. 


WHICH COMPLICATES THE PRES- 
ENT BNGLISH SITUATION. 


The Tories Still Hesitating to Accept Office Without 
Pledges of Liberal Support—A Possibility of 
Gladstone’s Return to the Premiership— 

Zhe Queen Very Anxious, Etc, 


Loxpox, June 20.—Political matters were 
moving briskly today and the people are 
taking an active interest in the issue. This 
morning Sir H. F. Ponsonby, private secre- 
tary to the queen, delivered to the marquis of 
Salisbury a meesage from her mujesty. Salis- 
bury immediately telegraphed Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Arthur Balfour, William Henry 
Smith and Sir Richard Asheton Cross, and in 
a short time the gentlemen named were in 
conference. 

The political situation tonight is one of 
deadlock. The tories will not assume power 
unless the liberals pledge themselves to refrain 
from obstructing the progressof the new gov- 
ernment. This promise the liberals refuse to 
give. They say, “You overthrew us by op- 
position; we simply, as parties, exchange 
frictions.” The deadlock, based as 
it is, gives ai cast of absurdity 
to the whole British political situation. Here 
isa party which, having driven the govern- 
ment out of power by relentless and often un- 
reasonabie opposition, 

DARES NOT TAKE ITS PLACE, 


unless its defeated enemies bind themselves 
from attempting to recover it. Nothing more 
absurd can heppen, unless it be the return of 
the liberals to power, because of thé fears of 
the tories to assume it. The very nature of 
the political situation engenders all manner 
ofrumors. One of the latest of these is to the 
effect that a sufficient. numbers of lib- 
erals have given an assurance 
of support to the tory government 


- to induce Lord Salisbury to break the dead- 


lock and to proceed with the work of forming 
a mipistry. Onthe other hand it is asserted 
that no liberal leaders have joined in any such 
assurance and that therefore the tories dare 
not take power. The queen is said to be par- 
ticularly anxious that the conservatives form 
a government, and itis generally believed that 
her majesty is using all her influence to in- 
duce Lord Salisbury to acceptoffice. Among 
the best informed the situation is deemed ex- 
tremely critical and the issue absolutely in 
doubt, When Lord Salisbury was recently 
asked how his. party would = dispose 
ot the remaining parliamentary business 
in the event of assuming power he intimated 
that he would not object to votes of censure 
on what they should do provided the votes 
were moved by responsible leaders. He ex- 
plained the probability of being met by cen- 
sure by saying thatif his party took oflice 


they would introduce 


NO NEW LEGISLATION 
during the remainder of the season, and 
would treat such legislation as they inherited, 
in the manner they had treated it, while they 
were the party of opposition. On this plau 
Lord Salisbury vad he would not object to 
votes of censure, because a vote of that kind 
would give the conservatives an opportunity 
to properly appeal to the country tor indorse- 
ment. 

The radical section of Gladstone’s following 
are particularly desirous of having the tories 
go into office. The clever and sagacious lead- 


ers among these radicals would harrass any 


conservative ministry. In order to bring the 
on parliamentary session to a close it is 

elieved that both parties may agree to dis- 
pose of the budget by retaining the proposed 
addition to the income tax and by agreeing to 
proviae the remainder of the deficiency to be 
met by an issue of exchequer bonds. 

The Gladstone cabinet met this morning and 
discussed the scope of the assurance of aid to 
carry on the government which it is proposed 
that the liberals shal! give to the conservatives. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, in an editorial article, 
says that the opinion is growing that nothing 
will break the existing deadlock but a return 
to office of Mr. Giadstone. 

The belief that the conservatives 

WILL ACCEPT OFFICE 

is becoming quite general. It seems that the 
message which Ponsonby handed to the mar- 
quis of Salisbury this morning conveyed to 
the marquis the information that Mr. Glad- 
stone and the members of his cabinet were 
willing to give to their successors in ollice all 
the aid possible in the conduct of the gov- 
ernment. 

The report was current this afternoon in 
some quarters that the Gladstone cabinet has 
concluded to give all theaid that may be in 
their power to enable the conservatives to 
take office. Itis also said that the cabinet 
adopted a resolution to this effect. There are 
other reports, however, that the tories have 
refused to accept the responsibility of ferming 
a ministry under the existing circumstances, 
and that Mr. Gladstone will resume the 
premiership. 


A NEWV ROUTE TO HERAT. 


The Result of Lieutenant Jenning’s March - 
His Oouclusions Stated, 

Lonpon, June 20.—The commander of the 
Indian arms recently instructed Lieutenant 
Jennings to ascertain if it was practicable to 
disembark an army corps on the coast of Be- 
loochisten and march thence to Herat without 
touching the Egyptian or Persia territory. 
Lieutenant Jennings started out determined 
to perform his important task in the most 
thorough manner possible. After 
numerous adventures he has _ arrived 
within five marches (or five day’s army 
travel!) of Herat. The route he has traversed 
lies through a well wooded and well watered 
country, with asingle exception of a desert 
tract, about sixty milesin width. He reports 
that by means of this journey he has arrived 
at the conclusion that a Russian army opera- 
ting against India could be attacked on its 
flank by the route he traversed, and he also 
states that his edventure demonstrates that 
there exists an easy route for an advance from 

tussia to the Indian ocean. 

HERAT TO BE REINFOROED. 

Bompay, June 20.—Herat will soon be re-en- 
forced by 2,000 Afghan soldiers. Ten thous- 
and Martini-Henry rifles are being rapidly 
forwarded from Cabul to Herat. 


The Boundaries in New Guinea, 
Lonpon, June 20 —The Pall Mall Gazette 
ublishes what it declares to be the boundary 
betwee Germany and England in New 
Guinea. This like starts on the eighth paral- 
lel of latitude at the northeast corner of the 
island and follows that parallel until it inter- 
sects the 144th degree of longitude; thence the 
line 1uns northwest tothe point to the inter- 
section of the 144th degree of longitude with 
the sixth parallel of latitude, and thence to 
the intersection of the fifth parallel of latitude 
with the l4Ist degree of longitude.

IRISH BMIGRANTS. 


Their Hardships Pictured by Bishop O' Cons 
nor, of Nebraska. 
Dustiy, June 20.—]Special.]—The Dublin 


Freeman’s Journal;publishes a long interview 
with Bishop O'Connor, of Nebraska and Wy- 
oming, in which the prelate depreates exten- 
sive Irish emigration. The bishop takes the 
ground thattor two-thirds of the people who 
leave Ireland as emigrantsto America, the 
change means misfortune and physical hard- 
ships of the most terrible kind, be- 
sides morel degraiation still more 
appalling. In eastern cities, says Bishop 
O’Connor, the Irish newcomers sink daily 
until they become the scum of the population 
without money and without friends. In this 
condition they are compelled to do the hard- 
est and most menial labor, and from this posi- 
tion they can seldom rise. “If they go west,’’ 
continued bishop, ‘‘their prospects are scareely 
any better. Inthe west there is, of course, 
land in abundance, but this land must now 
be purchased, and the Irish emigrant has no 
money.””’ Incommenting onthe surprising 
declaration made in this interview, the Jour- 
nal expresses the hope thet Bishop O’Connor’s 
statements may save many Irishmen and 
a from misery and ruin beyond the At- 
antic.

THE BONDS AGAIN. _ 


CLEWS HOLDS UP HIS HANDS AND 
SWEARS HE DIDN’T DOTT, 


The Arguments in Favor of Admitting the New Iasue 
of Georgia Bonds in New York Savings Sanks 
: ~The Counsel on Both Sides—The Ar- 
guments Yesterday on Both Bides. 


New Yorx, June 20.—Parties interested in 
the proposition to permit savings banks in 
this state to invest in the new issue of Georgia 
state bonds, were given a hearing to-day here 
before Deputy Attorney-General William A. 
Post, Patrick Calhoun, of Atlanta, and ex- 
Attorney-General N. J. Hammond, represent- 
ed the new issue. Judge Lochrane, of Geor- 
gia, Waldo Hutchins, Henry Clews and others 
represented the holders of the so called repu- 
diated bonds, who protest against the new 
issue being placed in this state. Mr. Cal- 
houn, in his argument claimed that the issue 
of the repudiated bonds was consti- 
tutional, There had been a conspiracy 
he said between Governor Bullock, Henry 
Clews and the contractors for the railroads 


which were to have been built-out of the pro- 
ceeds of these repudiated bonds, Clews called 
upon God to witness the truth of the state- 
ment that there bad been no such conspiracy. 
His firm had received bonds aid paid out 
money for them. Bonds were held as co- 
latteral. Speaking of the history of railroads 
in Georgia, Mr. Calhoun stated that durin 
the war the confederate states had purchacal 
rails and other iron from a company and ten- 
dered contederate money in *#payment. The 
company thinking cotton of more permanent 
value than confederate money, purchased the 
former article with the latter. Recess was 
here taken. 

Jndge O. A. Lochrane, of Atlanta, said: 

‘The statute of New York, which invites the 
Page heart soap nr is founded on the wisest pub- 
ic pelicy the state could have devised for the pro- 
tection of the people. Jt made no difference how 
substantially and plansible any risk may at times 


appear. 

It may happen tbat a change will come 
in the that now represent 
Georgia the bonds issued

July, 1868. Hesaid the men who bought these 
bonds had as little compensation for the repudia- 
tion as the gentlemen may realiz3 who may invest 
now in the bonds authorized by the last legisia- 
ture of Georgia, and neither of them could have 
more confidence than Georgia did in 1861, when 
she passed an act to authorize guardians, trustees, 
executors and administrators to invest in con- 
federate state bonds and in land and negroes. 
He, therefore, argued that the act was a wrong 


one. 
contended for the admissability 
as testimony in any court, the ex- 
porte statements taken by the bond 
committee, appointed under the acts of’7l and 
°72. He said that uncer the organic law all legis- 
lative acts in violation of the constitution of 1568, 
under which these bonds were issued, were ex- 
opel reserved for the judiciary; that there. was 
ut one department of the government of Georgia 
authorized to decide the question of the constitu- 
tionality ofan act of the legislature, or the con.- 
struction of the constitution; and that was the 
supreme court of Georgia, as laid dowa in 4th 
Kelly, page 190. 

He proposed to argue the question entirely from 
the record and its merits to 
stand or fall. d no per- 
sopval feelingin the matter and approached it 
merely asa matter of justice to those who had 
invested their money in the pbligations of the 
state of Georgia. 

In this connection he stated that the holders of 
the repudiated bonds relied upon the acts of the 
legislature that authorized their issue and upon 
the bond itself authenticated by the great seal of 
the state, attesting its validity. He said thatthe 
purchasers never dreamed that the state would 
plead its hostility to the acts of reconstruction 
and allege that gentlemen bearing commission of 
the United States as major-general had held her 
down with the bayonet while she was robbed by 
whatis called ‘‘a horde of hungry adventurers.’’ 
That such language, as he would presently show 
from the record, was unjust to the gentlemea 
and an insult to the military of the United States. 
He further stated that the gentlemen who bought 
the Brunswick and Albany bonds at Frankfort on 
the Main at ninety four cents in gold on the dol- 
lar, bed just as much confidence io the constitu 
tionality of the act of the jegislature of i868 as 
these gentiemen had in the preseut law, and did 
not suppose that the public policy of Georgia, 
which was pait of her public law, was peculiarly 
applicabie to democratic Jegislatures in the state, 
And in this connection he read from the pubiie 
policy which was proclaimed by Georgia 
in 1842 and 1843, and showed by. sucna 
policy Georgia bad declared her decided abhor- 
ence of the odious doctrine of repudiation as im- 
moralend subversive of the very foundation of 
civilized society. That by such declaration of 
public policy it was deciared that thé obligation 
of the state was not Jessened, if the money had 
been misapplied and the state defrauded and de- 
ceived by her own agent. 

He quoted the resolutions as follows: 

Be it therefore resolved, by the senateand house 
of representatives of the state of Georgia toat 
they view with horror this dishonest doctrine as a 
stain upon the escutcheon of thiscountry and can 
never recognize its validity. 

Be it further resolved, that there is a 
moral obligation upon any government to dis- 
charge its pecuniary obligatious, and aay state re- 
fusing todosoor provide means for its payment 
is false tothe principles of common honesty and 
eplightened civilization.’’ In 1543 the same dec- 
Jaration of public policy was repeated in the fol- 
lowing language: 

‘“‘Resolyed, That we regard the slightest breach 
of plighted faith public or private, as an evidence 
ofa wantof tbat moral principle upon which all 
obligations depend. That when any statein the 
union refuses to recognize her great seal as suffi- 
cient evidence of her obligations, she will have 
perfected her station among the sisterhood o 
states, and will no longer be worthy of either 
confidence or respect. These resolutions, fouad 
in the acts of 1842 and 1843, by the request of the 
general assem bly of Georgia were sent to the pres 
ident of the United States and to the governors 
of states with the request to lay them before their 
legislatures. 

welling upon the effect of this public policy as 
partofthe law of Georgia,he first took up the 
constitutional competency of the legislature of 
1868 to pass the act; and in support of that propo- 
sition quoted 39 Georgia, page 40, stating that this 
question had been settled by every court in the 
state, and every legislature that had con- 
vened since that time; and the constitutional 
competency of thelaw, as wellas law making 
power, he said, was distinctly recognized in a bill 
of equity filed inthis particular case, in Glyun 
couuty, Georgia, in which itis averred in regard 
to the bonds, ‘that they have, ander late act of 
the state constitutional authorities of the state of 
Georgia, been issued and delivered to the proper 
officers of said railroad company daly indorsed ’’ 

He then read the act of March, 1869, ia which it 
is recited that northern capitai had built up the 
roads before the war seventy five miles, where it 
would cost at least thirty thousand 
dollars a mile to rebuild it, and by the 
act there was a settlement of the claim 
for damage done to such property during the 
war; and he quoted from the bill in equity, filed 
in the court, previously alluded to, that there had 
been built and constructed from Brunswick to 
the city of Albany, a distance of one hundred and 
seventy: five miles, a railroad equal in every res- 
pect as to track and iron, to any railroad in the 
state of Georgia, and that the road had been gra- 
ded nearly the whole way to Cuthbert, for a dis- 
tance of some forty-two miles, and that the iron, 
grading and superstructure cost twenty-three 
thousand dollars a mile, showiug over twoanda 
half millions of money by the sworn bill filed by 
the state in this case, had gone 
to the building of the road, by 
which taxable pecperte had been enhanced over 
two anda half million dollars. 

He quoted from the proclamation of Governor 
Brown, dated the 7th of October, 1861,1m which 
the governor says: “lit is cousidered that itisa 
military necessity that the State railroads should 
be taken possession of and controlied by the state 
autherity asa means of public defense. I have, 
as governor of Georgia and commander in chief 
of the army and navy thereof, taken charge of the 
said railroad,” etc. 

By this, said the judge, it would appear that 
the state of Georgia had made herself liable 
for the damage. And he went on to show 
that during the war it had been stripped of its 
iron. Thirty-seven miles went to build that 
much extension of the Gulf road, ia which the 
state owned one million dollars of stock. A large 

rtion of it went to build Fort Jackson and the 
adies’ gunboat of Savannah for the protection of 
the chief seaboard city of Georgia. That a portion 
of it was laid on the state’s own road between 
Atlanta and Cartersville. That its locomotives 
went into the service of the state to bring salt 
from Virginia, and that tae claim had been in- 
vestiga and found to be good by Mr. 
Wooten, chairman of the senate committee, and 
Rowland B. Hall, chairman of the house cemmit- 
tee, recommending the passage of tue act of 
March, 1869 as asettlement. 

It was in regard to these bonds Governor 
Brown, now senator, said on February 12. 1873: ‘‘I 
have never,been able to see upon what pretext p:rt 
of the m were declared invaled, where they are en- 
dorsed in conformity with substantial require- 
ments of the constitution ard laws of the state, as 
a portion of the road was built in accordance with 
the requirements of the law, and the endorse- 
ment made asa pledge by the state against any 
claim for damages due, the effi'c: of whic the 
legislature after investigating the facts, solemny 


cognized. 
"Sir Lochrane then referred to the pretext for 


iE — 


repudiation and alluded to Mr. Bacon’s speech | 
and the report of the committee of the general 
assembly, stating from these documents that op- 
position to and denunciation of the reconstrac- 
tion actesand the men connected with their en- 
forcement asa pretext for repudiation. Among 
other things he said Mr. Bacon stated that by the 
military power, adventurers, thieves and - 
bonds were placed in all the higher places of 
state; in response to which Mr. Lochrane showed 
who were the officers occupying the —— 
places in the state. Governor Brown, r 
times governor, was a chief justice; Warner, for 
half a century at the head of the bar, was another. 
McCay, cone of the most distinguished lawyers of 
the state, was another, consilituting the supreme 
bench, Of the sixteen circnit jud they were 
ell natives of Georgia but two, and one of them 
bed been a judge ofthe southern circuit before 
the war. Governor Bullock was referred to as 
having been fourteen years a resident of the state, 
and president of a railroad compauy before the 
war. Dr. Angier, the treasurer, was a man 
of high iategrity and honor, and was elacted 
meyor of Atlant8, after all thesec were dis- 
persed, Mr. Cotting, secretary of the state, a man 
ofthe highest probity endfor halfa ceuturya 
citizen of the state; Mr. Bell was comptroller, @ 
native of the state and a man of high reputation; 
Governor Conley was president ofthe senate, @ 
resicent of Georgia from his childhood, oftea in 
the cityceuncil and elected mayor of Augusta; 
McWhorter, the speaker of the house, a native 
Georgian and a man of high reputation for hon: 
esty and honor. Among them there was but oae 
man who had been a citizen 
of Georgia after the war 
(General Lewis), and he was placed at the head of 
the public schools. He had lost an arm ia the 
service of the United States and had remained 
ever since as a respectable citizen of the state. 
Reference was made to the report of the commit- 
tee and its allusion to despotic ee gm power 
and tothe state being misrepresented and gagged, 
and the whole government machinery in the 
bands of sttangers and traitors. In answer to all 
this, the judge presented the record, showing 
that within sixty days after the legislature of 1868 
was convened, twenty-six of its colored members 
were turned out, and in their stead were placed 
twenty-six gentlemen who were defeated at the 
polls—a somewhat strange act, if they had been 
bound for plunder, to have voted themselves into 
aminority. Thisact forthe Brunswick and Al- 
bany railroad company was passed six months 
aiter the colored members were turned out on 
the 3rd of September, 1868, and ten months be- 
fore they were re seated in January, 1870. 

Speaking of their sympathy for tha people of 
Georgia, he showed from the record where they 
appealed to congress to relieve every citizen 
ot Georgia from disability, and had fixed 
as @ qualification forthe governor of the state a 
residcnce of s:x years, which would have debarred 
themselves from holding the office, had they been - 
adventurers and candidates. 

He then presented the condition of the state of 
Georgia, showing by the declaration of its legisla- 
ture in 1865 and ’66, pages 241 and 242, that she 
was Overrun by both armies, her crops destroyed, 
ber inyestments depreciated, her accumulated 
capital of nearly a century, three hundred mil 
lions, wiped out. He referred to the 

to shield property from _ sale; 
broken banks, and the 

providing for the continuance of suits brought 
agsiust them,to the collection of taxes suspended, 
and he said tbat this picture was the subject mat- 
ter referred to by the supr2me court iu one of its 
decisions, quoting the thirty-seventh Georgia, 
page 165, in which the terrible desolation of ua- 
successful war was commented on by Judge Har- 
ris. He referred to those neighbors bringing in 
cover three millions of money to be expended in 
the state, as an act which revived her industries 
and to Governor Jenkins’s retura of the seal of 
his office to Goyernor Smith, stating his high 
gratification that it had not been desecrated 
by the touch of the military usurper or upstart 
pretender, remarking that such language was not 
the sentiment with which the peopleof this coun- 
try regarded the hero of Gettysburg, General 
Meade, or the gentleman who had been selected 
by the United Statesto represent the honor of 
American arms as presiding officer at West Point, 
General Ruger. - 

He passed to the question of its having been 
said that Georgia gave two millions of repudiated 
bonds a hearing, and said that the contrary was 
true. Jerry Black, with all his distinction asa 
lawyer, was refused a hearing on the bond 
question. Governor Jenkins appealed to the con- 
vention of 1877 to submit the qnestion of a hear- 
ing to the courts and was refused, and the gov- 
eruor said he was not prepared to vote for this 
wholesale repudiation. e referred to Mr. Steph- 
er’s letter in regard to the Branch bonds, which 

sranch had purchased after the resolution of the 
legisiature declaring their validity, in which 
Governor Stephens said: ‘‘In my opinion a refu- 
sal to pay them is nothing short of a public 
swindle, not less infamous than the obtainmen 
of money by an individual on false pretenses and 
representation?’’ 

He referred ty what Governor Brown said, quot- 
ing, ‘the state will be driven to abandon this p»- 
sition and permit a case to be made by her cred- 
itors to test the validity of these bonds in the 
courts of tbe country, orshe must stand @jshou- 
ored in the estimaiion of all good men, and “her, 
credit must sink to a ruinous depth.”’ He referred 
to the opinion of Abbott Bros., counselors at law 
in New York, of Judge Emot,Randoloh, Robiason 
aid Sedgwick, attorveys ot the same city, thug 
mersbaliing against the opinions of the commit- 
teesard the politicians of the legislature the 
opivions of four governors, three membars of the 
tupreme bench of the state, besides the attorneys 
of New York, 

As a leading proposition he argued that vested 
rigbts could not be divested by a repealing act of 
a subsequent legislature, quoting decisions of 
Judge Nesbit in 4th G+ orgia 190, also 37th Georgia 
162, 41st Georgia 231, 42d Georgia 408. He contin- 
ued, that the governor was simply an agent of the 
state; that he was the chief magistrate, one of the 
three departments of the government, and that 
bis act was the actof the sovereign power, but 
stating if it wasthe merest doctrine of agency, 
then the first fifteen hundred bonds 
indorsed by Dr,. Angier as treasurer of 
the state. had been ratified by the 
general assembly October 17th, 1870, and quoted a 
letter from the treasurer’s office, dated March 
17th, 1871, showing that snch indorsements had 
been made in strict compliance with the laws of 
Georgia governing such indorsement 

He discussed the gold bonds, stating that the 
bord committee had refered toitas a trade, the 
authority for which they could not find inthe 
constitution, and in this connection he brought 
up the act of the general assembly of 1877, in 
which there was an exchange of said bonds for 
indorsed bonds’of the Macon and Brunoswich rail- 
road company. That if the trade was a bad one in 
the first ipstence, it might be ye thatit was 
also a bad trade in the second instance. He. re- 
ferred tc the great delicacy of courtsin deciding 
laws to be unconstitutional, quoting a great 
many authorities, among which he relied on 4th 
Wallace, 549. He showed from the record there 
was no notice toaffect innocent purchasers of 
these bends; thatno question had been raised 
except by the treasurer, in regard to lithogranh- 
ing his name to the coupons, which did not affect 
the validity of the bond itself. 

Of the inbridge, Cuthbert and Columbus 
bonds, he said, they had never been issued and 
the holders bad mnever presented them as 
claimed against the state. In ard 
to the Cherokee, he showed that this enterprise 
had been regarded by the state as a feeder to the 
State road. That tne legisiature delegated the 
governor to indorse $12,500a mile when he wag 
satisfied with dto compliance with the law. 
He said the bonds had been issued on a letter of 
Mark A. Cooper, president of the company,to pay 
for the iron and advances in bnilding it, and as to 
the technical question as to the equal amount in- 
vested by private persons, the road bad cost nearly 
twice the amountof the endorsement and ana 
amount equaltothe endorsement and over had 
been subscribed for by Mark A. Cooper and his 
iriends and it was not the rule of commercial vapor 
to hold the purchase ofa bond in Wall street, New 
York to a knowledge of whether stock subscribed 
for bad either been paid foror not. He said that 
these bonds in the aggregate had built over 400 
miles of road in Georgia and had enhanced the 
value of the taxable property over five million 
@ollars. He touched upon the general statement 
that the settlement of the Brunswick bonds was 
unconstitutional. Among other things because 
its iron was taken in aid of the rebellion, and ar- 
gued that this did notapply to the owners of the 
iron, who were alien enemies who were at the 
time residing in a foreign state. 

In regard to Henry Clews, he said there wasa 
claim oe five hundred and sixty two thousand 
dollais powin judgment, unpaid ia a Georgia 
court, in Glynn county, and tuat he had advanced 
very large sums of moneyou bonds which had 
been placed in his hands as coliateral; and to re 
pudiate the bonds and refuse hima heariagia 
court to test their validity and show his case was 
indefensible upon principles of common justice, 
to one from whom it had received so much finan- 
cia] aid, and who bad suffered such severe losses 
by the transaction 

He then discussed the theory upon which Woif 
& Rogers were resisting upon hearing the 
pew issues e the sub- 
ject matter of investment savings 
banks on the ground that repudiation had occurtf 
red over ten years ago. as net being tenable in 
law; for every new failure to pay was a fresh de- 
fault, and there was no act of the legislature of 
the state that was not repealabie until the acts ot 
"5 and '77, which had been ratified by a vote of 
May 1, 77, and made by amendment a part of the 
ccnstitution of 1868 of this state. 


Henry Clews was an attentive listener to 
the arguments. Before adjournment he made 
a few remarks to the deputy attorney general. 
He said that the original act of repudiation 
bad been repeated each six months since, by 
the refusal of the state to recognize and pay 
the coupons as they matured. He likened 
state’s act tothat of a bank robber—one, he 
said, seeks protection behind its sovereigd 
rights, andthe otherin Canada. He be- 
lieved that saving bankss who were allowed to 
take these bonds would be ruined, and added 
that a mere whisper during a panic that a 
certain institution $500,000 of them, and 
they were about to be repudiated, would 
bring about disaster. 7

Molly McGlann, colored, was found dead on her 
door steps last Thursday morning, on B. F, 
Matthews’ place, near Pineville, in Marion coun- 
ty, and herremains were buried Friday. It was 
whispered about among the negroes that she had 
been choked to death by her husband, Emanuel 
McGlapn, These whispers gradually grew louder 
and reached the ears of the authorities. Coroner 
Stewart started to Pineville to investigate the mat- 
ter and see if itwes necessary to holdan 
inquest. The reports may be condensed 
as follows: Deceased was a strong and healthy 
woman and was perfectly well the night beforeshe 
was found dead. During Wednesday night parties 
overheard Molly and ber husband quarreling bit- 
terly, and Molly was heard to say that she would 
gO to her sister’s the next day, or she wouid go to 
torment. Negro women who sat up with the 
corpse tay that ber throat was badly swollen and 
exhibited marks of violence. Her husband refused 
to allow the collin to be opened at the grave, 
Ellijay Courier: it has been thought for some 
time by good, practical miners that this county is 
rich in the precious metal,and all that was neaded 
iscevelopment.

The westher is a little cyclonish. Just 
enough for us to enjoy its solemn grandeur.

The driving 
rain dashes against the window glass, and 
creaps in at every crack. There is a leak over 
the piano—a leak thatT have promised Mrs.

THE BDUCATIONAL RELATIONS OF THE 

RACES FINANCIALLY CONSIDERED, 

The state school commissioner devotes 
some space in his recent report to the charge 
that the tax payers of the state are bearing 4 
heavy burden in providing for the education 
of the negro. There had been much discas- 
sion on this subject in the summer of 1855. 

Op the 8th of August of that year he seat 
out to his subordinates a circular asking for 
information as to how much was pridin 
1882 for tesching the children of the respect 
jye races in each county. The information 
thus obtained he embodied in a circular 
bearing date of January 19th, 1884. Tais 
latter circular is reproduced in the report. 

The contents of this circular are remarkable, 

It is shown that there was paid that year to 

the tcachers of white schools, $581,050,16; 

and to the teachers of colored schools, $151,- 

428.42; total, $533.014.42, It is thus seen 

thet the sum paid for teaching colored chil- 

dren was only alittle more than one-fourth 
of the entire sum expended in that way. 

The circular also gives information ‘as to 
the sources wherever the money thus paid 
out was derived. The polls paid by white 
tax payers amounted to $123,518.00; by col- 
ored tax payers, to $59,405.00, 

The tax on Jiquor dealers was, $44,769.71; 
on shows, $5,704 76; hire convicts, $19,102 00; 
fees for inspecting fertilizers, $56,198.89. The 
total of all thege sums, viz: $125,953.36, went 
ID tN a4 «chool fund. There were, at that time, 
in the penitentiary in round numbers, 1,100 
negroes and 100 white men. Thus eleven 
twelfibs of this part of the fund was received 
from the hire of negro convicts. The tax on 
liquor Cealers really falison the consumer. 
Negroes are as large consumers, in propor- 
tion to numbers, as the whites. In like 
manner the fees for inspecting feriilizers are 
paid by the farmers, and they are very gen- 
erally requiring negro tenants and croppers 
to beac their part of this expense. it may 
be said, aleo, that negroes are as good patrons 
of shows as the whites. Upon the whole it 
may be assumed that to the four source; of 
revenue named, the negroes contribute at 
least in proportion to numbers, Their part, 
therefore, of the $125,953 36 would be $59,- 
674,70,

remembered that the Irish landowners are 


chiefly tories, and that privilege and mo- 
nopoly throughout the kingdom inciine the 
same way. LHither, then, the tories must in 
some demagogic measure outdo the libera's 
over the Irish question, or else they must 
prepare for defeat as soon as the general elec- 
tion occurs. 

The dilly-dally over the distribution of 
seats bill can only operate to increass the 
unpopularity of the tories; forthe pending 
bill is a compromise agreed to by the liberals 
and tories at, it is said, the instanceof the 
queen, Itisanecessary and conservative 
supplement of the enlargement of the fran- 
chise. Whenan attempt was maie in the 
house of commons to delay the bill—after 
Mr. Gladstone had tendered his resigaation 
—the tories were overwhelmingly defeated 
The bill was promptly sent to the house of 
lords, where the marquis of Silisbury not 
only procured a postponement of its con- 
sideration, but proceeded to intimate that 
the agreement of the two parties in relation 
to it wes altogether secondary to the needs 
of bis own party at the present moment. He 
demanded in the first place that the liberals 
shall temporarily become tories, and if they 
willnot dothat, then he seems tosay he 
will either refuse to accept office, or else he 
will accept and appeal at once to the present 
constituencies. If indeed he proposes to 
adopt the latter course, a storm of indigna- 
tion may be expected that will drive Lord 
Sslisbury and his followers from power with- 
out hope of recovery; for bad faith will 
never ke indorsed by the English people, 
even if the leading delinquents sre of bluest 
blood and have titles as long as one’s arm.

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“civilization’ isa meaningless term when it is 
employed to describe progress in the direc- 
tion of all the ‘‘ologies’’ and all the “‘isms.’’ 

The kind of civilization that sets up 4 
divorce mill at every country store, and that 
fills the jails with women—no matier what 
“class” they belong to—is not the kind to 
brag about. The culture that lacks breadth, 
and viger, and wholesomene’s and devotes 
itself to sneering at other people and to 
preeching the fatal doctrines, that are fre- 
quently to be observed rushing naked from 
the tents of transcendentalism is not the 
culture tbat is calculated to make the world 
better end happier. Of course, such papers 
as the Providence Journal will conc!ude that 
these remarks are the result of prejudice 
against New England. Bat this is not so;

Where either civilizition or culture has 
done its perfect work, there is to be found 
very little of the intense provinciality that 
¢xists iu New England to-day. A prominent 
representative of New England once said: 
“If I had stayed at home, I should never 
bave known what it is to be an 
American.’ This is the direction in which 
that section is to be reformed. We want to 
see the day come when a New Kagland man 
may remain at home and appreciate what it 
isto be an American. We desire the day to 
come when the remotest and most provin- 
cial conners of New England are as thorough- 
ly Americanized as any other section of the 
country. Thereis no reform more impor- 
tent than this or more necessary; for, while 
the other sections of the country have been 
improving in this respect New England has 
remained ata standstill. While other sec- 
tions of the union have been progressing, 
‘New England has been practically dying in 
the arms of sectionalism. 

There are elements of reformin New Eng- 
land. Occasionally papers lbkethe Boston 
Herald and the Springfield Republican 
strike a hopeful note; butitisto be feared 
that these processes will prove to be too slow. 
We should be glad to see the day when every 
New England man could feel and appreciate 
the fact that he isan American.

HISTORY OF GHANT’S CASE. 


What Dr. Dougias Says of the Disease and 
_ Its Origin. 

ALBANY, N. Y¥., June 17.—During the journey 
to-day Dr. Douglas gave the following history of 
General Grant's case to the representative of the 
Albany Journal, Hesaid: ‘One afternoon Gen- 
eral Grant came in. I knew him by sight, of 
course. Hesaid that Dr, Barker, his physician, 
had asked him to call and 
haye his throat examined, He 
stepped into my room. I took up my instruments 
to make an examination of his throat; looked 
down in it, and was horrified. After the exami- 
nation the general asked me in his plain, blunt, 


honest way, ‘Isitacancer?’ I said to him thatit 
was a disease ofan eptheliat eharacter. After a 
little conversation he went out. Then his son, 
the colone], called on me about him. and subse- 
quently Mrs. Grant. I put him under regular 
treatment. and he seemed to improve, In fact, 
he became to much better that he ceased to 
upon me until all of a suddea, 
I think in last November, there was 
an outbreak which seemed to imperil his life. In 
answer toa question as to whether he had received 
many letters recommending medicines, the doctor 
said: “Why, I suppose I bave over 1,200 letters re- 
commending ail sorts of things. I think more 
than a bunared of these recommended red clover 
tea rt mele, that. It is like dandelion, an 
alterative, or Dlood purifier. Cancer is thought 
by tome to have its seat in the liver. At auy rate 
the liver is generally in a very poor condition 
where there is cancer, and it is necessary to use 
an alterative or blood purifier. Dr. Douglas 
denied ‘that General Grant was suffering 
from any disease arising from a disorder of his 
blood tpat might have come from bereditary 
taint. He said that matter has all been looked 
into. and thereis not the first word of truth in 
the suggestion that the trouble is anything else 
than cancer. I bave never told any one how long 
I thought General Grant would survive. Tnat is 
a ——- no one can answer, or, at least, one I 
will not try toanswer. Death in this case will 
very jikeiy come from exhaustion. Sometimesit 
is caused by hemorrhage, whet: the disease eats 
into an artery and severs it. But I hada case 
something like it where death finally 
resulted irom exbaustion of the  sys- 
tem. lfafatal termination must come, I hope 
that it will comein that way to the general, for it 
may save him great pain and makeiteasier. I 
had intended to haye General Grant removed toa 
place where the alr wasclearand pure and dry. 
The family spoke of moving him to his cottage at 
Long Brarcb, but I said thatI did not think that 
the humid atmosphere about the seacoast would 
be wellfor bim. Qne dayI made the remark 
that, if I could find a place  some- 
where around Saratogo, where he could 
be comfortable, that above all othe.s would bem 
choice for a summer home forhim, The best 
anticipate is that i’e¢ pure mountain air, with its 
balsamic properties »nd its richness in ozone may 
belp the general ai.! carry him along ni 
through the warm wea her.
